This acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Flomeland Security (DHS), dated December 7, 2018, and to your request for 
expedited treatment and a waiver of all assessable FOIA fees. Specifically, you requested the 
identities of all ICE, FISI, or other Department of Homeland Security personnel physically 
present during a worksite enforcement raid at Southeastern Provision located at 1617 Helton 
Road, Bean Station, Tennessee, to include the full name, rank or official title, and office location. 
Your request was received in this office on December 7, 2018, and also referred by DHS to ICE 
for processing on December 12, 2018. 

Your request for expedited treatment is hereby granted. 

As it pertains to your request for a fee waiver, ICE evaluates fee waiver requests under the legal 
standard set forth above and the fee waiver policy guidance issued by the Department of Justice 
on April 2, 1987, as incorporated into the Department of Homeland Security’s Freedom of 
Information Act regulations 1 . These regulations set forth six factors to examine in determining 
whether the applicable legal standard for fee waiver has been met. I have considered the 
following factors in my evaluation of your request for a fee waiver: 

(1) Whether the subject of the requested records concerns “the operations or activities of 
the government”; 

(2) Whether the disclosure is “likely to contribute” to an understanding of government 
operations or activities; 

(3) Whether disclosure of the requested information will contribute to the understanding 
of the public at large, as opposed to the individual understanding of the requestor or a 
narrow segment of interested persons;

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(4) Whether the contribution to public understanding of government operations or 
activities will be "significant"; 

(5) Whether the requester has a commercial interest that would be furthered by the 
requested disclosure; and 

(6) Whether the magnitude of any identified commercial interest to the requestor is 
sufficiently large in comparison with the public interest in disclosure, that disclosure is 
primarily in the commercial interest of the requestor. 

Upon review of your request and a careful consideration of the factors listed above, 1 have 
determined to grant your request for a fee waiver. 

ICE has queried the appropriate program offices within ICE for responsive records. If any 
responsive records are located, they will be reviewed for detennination of releasability. Please be 
assured that one of the processors in our office will respond to your request as expeditiously as 
possible. We appreciate your patience as we proceed with your request.
